R. M. Abernathy, city manager of 
Decatur, Friday night was directed 
by the Decatur city commission to ge* 
out of local politics or quit his job. 

The commissioners adopted a reso- 
lution instructing Abernathy not to 
take part in Decatur politics, because 
his job is non-political, and warned 
that unless he does as directed he will 
be discharged. 

Two resolutions instructing the city 
manager to pay the First National 
bank, of Atlanta, $5,000 due it by the 
board of education also were adopted 


by the commissioners. The school debt

M. Beck and Newton D. Baker, hoid- 
ing the Tennessee ; Valley Authority 
act as “not within the constitutional 
powers of the congress.” 


The institute previously had  an- 
nounced that the Beck-Baker opin- 
ion had been prepared. 


Though admitting that certain acts 
and policies of TVA come within the 
Tennessee Valley Authority act, the 
opinion asserted that in other re- 
spects TVA is going beyond the scope 
of the law. 

The opinion also held that in en- 
gaging in the power business, TVA 
is “at once a denial of the police 
power of the state and an invasion 
of state sovereignty over territory as 
to which the state has made no ces- 
sion of sovereignty to the federal gov- 
ernment.” 


“Its prime purpose and object,” said 
the document of the “major program” 
of the TVA, “clearly is to have the 
federal government take over the elec- 
tric power: business in a large area 
of the country. 

“It is believed that a fair construc- 
tion of the provisions of the Tennes- 
see Valley Authority act lead to the 
conclusion that there is no fair, real 
or substantial relation hetween: the 
act and the power to regulate inter- 
state commerce or the power to pro- 
vide for the national defense.”

The “Ghastly Failure.” 

In the fourth volume of his “Me- 
moirs,” which is just off the presses, 
Lloyd George tells in great detail and} 
with much striking evidence, the story 
of the Battle of Passchendaele, which 
in other history books and in the dis- 
patches from the front at the time 
it was fought, is classed .as.a tremen- 
dous victory for the British. Lloyd 
George proves it to have been as he 
says, a “ghastly failure.” It. never 
ought’ to have been ‘undertaken, he 
says, it never looked like succeeding, 
it was continued after failure had set 


in and was nothing in the result but 
a barren slaughtering-down of the two 
sides. 

“No soldier of any intelligence,” 
says Lloyd George, “now defends this 
senseless campaign; yet at the time 
most people regarded it as a patriotic 
duty to believe in its wisdom and in 
that of the soldiers who originated it 
and conducted it. 


As a soldier, who fought at Pass- 
chendaele, I must say that it looked 
pretty crazy to me at the time, but 
I was not a general and I had just 
passed my eighteenth year. But 1 
knew better than any general in the 
British army what the ground was 
like, for I had spent my youth right 
there. To have said a word, however, 
would have been ridiculous. I could 
have told them that the armies would 
get stuck in the mud, for I got stuck 
in the mud many times there with my 
bicycle. To have pointed that out 
would have been unpatriotic, as Lioyd 
George said. It was more patriotic 
to let tens of thousands of men sink 
away in the mud and smother fo 
death. 

Lloyd George has an easy task in 
showing that he condemned the battle 
from the start, but he is liable to be 
asked why when the failure was flag- 
rant, he did not change the supreme 
army commander. 

His reply would be, remarks the 
Manchester Guardian, apropos of this, 
that a general who has rendered great 
service to his country cannot so easily 
be removed. The general he means 
is Sir Douglas Haig. He had indeed 
rendered great services—in Africa, 
fighting Zulus and Boers. That is ex- 
actly the point the military system of 
Great Britain which served for the 
purpose -of waging border wars was 
inadequate for Armageddon and fhe 
generals were not equipped to face 
such experts as the Germans. That’s 
why, in the end, our casualty lists in 
the great war are about 10 times 
heavier than those of the Germans.

New York gangsters are to be 
given a treatment of their own med- 
icine under the new “treat ’em 
rough” policy laid down by Lewis 
J. Valentine, the city’s recently 
named police commissioner. 

While cautioning his men against | 
brutality, the chief of New York’s 
thousands of policemen declares the 
sky the limit on thugs, gorillas and 
assassins, and notifies his men that 
he wants “the crook to be the one 
to be carried away in the box, and 
not the cop.”’ 

Commissioner Valentine further 
told his men that. “this town is no 
place for racketeers, thugs and 
criminals.” 

That is equally true of every city 
in the country. The members of 
the criminal element are well known 
to the police, but, in most cases, 
they are handled with gloves on in- 
stead of off. It is only natural that 
under such conditions crooks have 
but little fear for the minions of the 
law. 

In issuing instructions to the 
members of the Atlanta police force 
similar to those given by Commis- 
sioner Valentine, Chief Sturdivant 
has shown his men the most cer- 
tain way to put an immediate 
end to the recent rapid.increase in 
crimes of violence of all kinds. If 
those guilty of such crimes are 
made to realize that the police of 
Atlanta are living up to the instruc- 
tions to, “‘treat ’em rough,” to 
“shoot to kill’ and to ‘‘keep on 
your toes,” their will be a sudden 
exodus of the criminal element from 
the city, and an accompanying sharp 
decrease in crime.

|Soviet Workers Get Pay Hike

To. Meet Higher Living Costs 


MOSCOW, Nov. 30.—(4)—A blank- 
et 10 per: cent increase in wages 
throughout the soviet union to com- 
pensate for increased: living costs for 
workers was announced today by 
Vyacheslaff. Molotoff, president of the 
peoples’ commissars. 

.. Lhe. increase in food costs will be 
in -effect:.January 1° with.the .elimi- 
nation of‘bread cards ;whiereby: ‘work- 
‘ers ‘are supplied with bread at prices 
under ‘the open market rate. , 

“President Molotoff’s announcement 
hailed ‘the: abolition of the double 
prices ‘for’ bread and grain as the 
“greatest forward step made under 
the second five-year plan,” and said 
it. would greatly strengthen the rou- 


e. | 
The new prices for bread will vary. 
They’ were announced as lowest in 


central Asia and highest in Siberia. 
In general, however, the new 
bread prices are midway between the 
present card rate and the open mar- 
ket rate, averaging 50 to 60 per cent 
above the existing ration prices.’ 
Black bread, which is ‘the: standard 
ration, now sells at 17 kopecks (nom- 
inally 13 1-2’ cenis) a- pound if pur 
chased on a worker's card. After the 


‘cards are done away with January 


1, it will be 45 kopecks (nominally 
22 1-2 cents) a pound.

“Whereas, if the city of Atlanta op- 
erated a municipal whisky store, the 
trafficking in whisky could be con- 
trolled and regulated, eliminating law- 
lessness and vice; and 

“Whereas, the profits from the sale 
of whisky would go into the city treas- 
ury, making it possible to operate 
without putting a 32 per cent cut on 
employes and making @rastic reduc- 
tions in th school department, sani- 
tary department, and the personnel 
in all other city departments, 

“Therefore, be, and it is hereby re- 
solved by the mayor and general coun- 
cil of the city of Atlanta, that the lex- 
islature of Georgia is hereby petition- 
ed to repeal the. prohibition law in 
Georgia,.and to further amend the 
charter of the city of Atlanta so that 
the city of Atlanta shall have the sole 
right to sell and distribute liquors, 
whisky and wines in the city of At- 
lanta by the operation of a municipal 
liquor store, the revenue from which 
shall go into the city treasury for the 
benefit of the taxpayers of Atlanta. 

“Be it further resolved, that Hon. 
James L. Key, mayor, is hereby au- 
thorized and empowered in the name 
of the city of Atlanta, to take what- 
ever steps he deems fit and proper, 
to secure and put into operation, the 
City of Atlanta Municipal Liquor 
Store, all revenue from which shall be 
paid into the city treasury for the 
benefit of the taxpayers, and the op- 
eration of the city’s business.” 

Revenue-Raising Plans. 

Among the proposals for. raising 
revenue to meet the difference between 
1935 anticipations and expenditures 
carried in the budget commission re- 
port were the following: 

1. Increase in water rates, which 
cannot be done without removal of 
charter restrictions, 

2. Operation of the Key liquor 
store, which the mayor has said will 
balance the budget “in five minutes 
without a salary cut exceeding 10 per 
cent.” 

3. Increase in the ad valorem tax 
levy or levy of an extraordinary emer- 
gency tax. 

4. Levy of occupational,. adult or 
professional taxes to provide lesser 
amounts. 

Any or all of. the su estions may 
be-tried; but Key told. the commission 
Friday: that-council’s failure to. back 
his whisky store proposal and to foree 
large cuts in the salaries of employes, 
would be a “responsibility council will 
have .to assume.” ea , 

He has never . asked the budget 
commission to approve the proposed 
liquor store, but: has insisted that he 
would proceed himself “if council. will 
give me its moral backing.’ 

Kingfish Quoted. 

“The way council is sidestepping 
this liquor store idea reminds me of 
what Huey Long told me in New Or- 
leans,” Key said. “ j 

“IT asked: him how he felt on this 
whisky question. His answer was: 
‘Well, politically I am dry, but per- 
sonally I am wet as.jhell’.” 

Key also pointed out’ that: hereto- 
fore all liquor ears seized by Atlanta 
police have’ been turned.over to the 
county for sale and that the city has 
had no revenue from such condemna- 
tions. 

“T have told the police department 
to stop turning those cars over to any- 
body,” he said. “They should be used 
by the department. “We can not buy 
ears to run down liquor runners and 
then turn all the proceeds over to the 
county. We need those cars and I 
propose to have them.” ‘ 

The Technique, weekly publication 
of Georgia Tech, Friday editorially 
supported the Key liquor store pro- 
posal, although it advised legislative 
action before establishment of the dis- 
pensary.

MILK BOOTLEGGERS 
GO OUT OF PICTURE 
IN ATLANTA TODAY 


With the. inauguration here today 
of federal licensing for milk producers 
in the Atlatita area, the doom of the 
“milk bootleggers,” producers whose 
milk is of doubtful quality, is fore- 
seen. 

John MeGill, regional consultant 
for the dairy section of the AAA, who 
has ben named temporarily as mar- 
ket administrator for the Atlanta milk 
licegse area, with offices at 326 New 
Post Office building, stated Friday 
that the license will not regulate the 
price paid by the consumer for milk, 
No increase in the retail price is con- 
templated by distributors. 

The purpose of the license, he ex- 
plained, is to stabilize the milk pro- 
duction market by requiring all dis- 
tributors to pay the same price for 
the same grades of milk, and by regu- 
lating the milk supply more nearly to 
the market’s demands,

FORMALLY CHRISTENED 


BALTIMORE, Nov. 30.— () —

flying boat in the world was trundled 
out of its hangar at the Glenn L.

Kingfish Huey Long's adopted Lou- 
isiana State football team and his 
alma mater, Tulane, settle the ques- 
tion of gridiron suprema in that 
sector of the Southeastern Siidenenes 
at Baton Rouge tomorrow. 


Unbeaten and untied within the 
Big Thirteen, the Tigers and _ the 
Green Wave square off as two fairly 
evenly matched football machines and 
upon the outcome hinges the claim for 
at least a share of the Southeastern 
championship now involved between 
these elevens and the Crimson Tide 
of Alabama, which Thursday swamp- 
ed Vanderbilt to complete a nine-game 
schedule unconquered. 

As a reward for its great play 
throughout thg season which saw it 
topple seven conference enemies and 
roll up 287 points, the highest total 
of any major team, the Red Regi- 
ment was chosen gesterday to repre- 
sent the east and the south in the 
Tournament of Roses against Stan- 
ford on New Year’s Day. 

BIG FEATURE. 


The Tulane-Louisiana State combat 
features a slim but select southern 
football slate that also offers attrac- 
tive games between Georgia and 
Georgia Tech at Athens, Mississippi 
and Mississippi State at Jackson and 
Florida and Stetson at Gainesville. 


Alabama and Tulane are out in 
front in the Southeastern title chase 
with seven victories each as the sea- 
gon nears its end, trailed closely by 
Louisiana State with four wins. The 
Wave winds up its campaign against 
the Tigers, but Louisiana State faces 
the strong Tennessee Volunteers at 
Knoxville next Saturday in the final 
conference struggle. 


Close to 30,000 spectators, headed 
by Senator Long, are expected to wit- 
ness the Tiger-Green Wave. tussle. 
Tulane has lost only to Colgate and 
Louisiana State’s record is marred 
only by ties with Rice and Southern 
Methodist. 

The Tigers possess a remarkable 
record of 18 consecutive games witb- 
out defeat, but have been tied several 
times. Captain Biff Jones’ L. 8. U. 
teams have not lost a conference fray 
since he took over the coaching duties 
three years ago. The Greenies, coach- 
ed by Ted Cox, battled the Tigers to 
a 7-to-7 tie last year. The tilt re- 
news a keen rivalry that started in

What About Alabama? 


With Alabama chosen for the Rose 
Bowl game, with so many queries 
coming in about Alabama's etrength, 
we turned the inspecting job over to 
a southern scout who has seen the 
Crimson Wave in five games. His 
report follows! 

“I will try to give you a little 
low-down on the team. Alabama has 
the four best ends on one southern 
squad in Don Hutson, Paul Bryant, 
Jimmy Walker and Ralph Gandy. 
Hutson ig a very fine end and a 
fifth back because of his ability to 
carry the ball on a triple pass that 
usually shoots in between the end 
and tackle. It is called an end 
around play, but it is not in the 
strictest meaning of the term. 

“Captain Lee is not as fast as 
Fred Sington, but more powerful. Jim 
Whatley, the other tackle, is faster 
than Foots Clements, who teamed 
with Sington on the 1930 eleven, He 
is the best all-around athlete in the 
south, mesos. js football, basketball 
and baseball. He has made the bas- 
ketball and baseball] all-southerns. 
Marr and Morrow are a great pair 
of guards. 

“Last year Alabama had one af- 
fensive back—Millard Howell. This 
year they have Howell, Joe Riley, a 
fine sophomore triple threat; Young 
Boozer (that’s his correct name), & 
brilliant running back; Riley Smith, 
a burly, fast quarterback, and by the 
way the smartest field general since 
the days of Pooley Hubert; and Joe 
Demyanovich, a 195-pound fullback 
who played his first football on the 
Alabama freshman team, Demyano- 
vich is &n old-fashioned line plunger 
and brilliant in running interference. 


About Howell. 


“Howell has been a great back for 
three years at Alabama. He is the 
best punter in the south, a very ac- 
curate passer and the best climax run- 
ner I have seen since Johnny Mack 
Brown's days. He is very good 
against breaking up passes, tackles 
well and is the sparkplug of the team. 

“This Alabama team has sewage ' 
power, passing and poise. The line will 
average better than 200 from end to 
end, and the backfield has two 190- 
pean backs. The others are light as 
acks go. 

“Tt is the most versatile Alabama 
team I have seen in twenty-two years, 
not as werful as 1930, but more 
resourceful. Coach Thomas has twen- 
ty-two good football players. He can 
substitute freely without weakening 
his team. 

“Hank Crisp, who has helped 
coach all the teams at Alabama from 
1922 on, is one of the best line 
coaches in the country, and_ both 
Wade and Thomas owe much of their 
success to him. He is the one who 
disciplines the players. and how! You 
can say for sure that there is no 
finer disciplined team than Alabama. 

“You can rate Thomas, Crisp and 
Drew as a great trio of young coaches 
who aren’t afraid to try new plays. 
Alabama uses a Notre Dme offense 
and part of the Wade defense.”

Nothing, outside of the outcome of a 
Geneva peace conference, is so hard 
to presage. Strange, even weird, has 
been many of these outcomes, as more 
than one pseudo-expert can tell you. 
And this factor of doubt and suspense 
is what makes this game the grand 
opera of southern football. 

Let us take a look at some of these 
games. . 

A GREAT SERIES. 


Since differences were patched up 
and relations renewed, Georgia has 
won five games, Tech three and one 
has been a tie, the 0-0 affair oe 
in the mud at Grant field in 1932. 

There have been some classic bat- 
tles since Quarteback Ivan Williams 
kicked a 42-yard field goal to win the 
first game for Tech qn resumption of 
play in 1925 after a nine-year lapse. 

The next year Georgia won, 14 to 
13, on the strength of George Mor- 
ton’s famous resurrection from the 
role of “dad man” and the spectacu- 
lar comeback he led in the last haif 
after Tech had led, 13-0, at that stage 
of the game. They had carried George 
Morton from the field in a coma’ just 
before that half ended. 

The years of 1927 and 1928 were 
all Tech. It is only to repeat familiar 
history to relate how Georgia’s team 
of superaltives of 1927, the conquer- 
érs of Yale, the “dream and wonder 
team of McCrary, Johnson, etc., came 
to Atlanta for its last game of the 
season witl’ a perfect record only to 
fall before the Jackets on a: 
and grey afternoon, 12 to 0. 

TECH WON IN °28. 

The next year, 1928, was the year 
of Tech’s Rose Bowl game—Mr. Alex- 
ander’s last great one by the way— 
and the Tornado rolled back their 
red-shirted challengers, rather handily 
by the score of 20-7. Nobody beat 
Tech that year and nobody came 
closer than Notre Dame, which lost 
13 to 0. 

But Tech’s dream of empire’ ended 
with that great team. Georgia has 
been winning consistently since 1929, 
Harry Mehre’s second year as head 
coach. The Bulldogs triumphed 12-6 
that year over the left-oyers of Mr. 
Alexander’s once mighty host and won 


_| again in 1930 by 13-0.
